They arrived 
at Muhlberg prison where British , 
prisoners shared Red Crass pack­ 
ages with them 
From there they 
were moved to O flagV I-4 in Poland 
where they found conditions slightly 
better. In th a t camp, established 
more than two years before, there 
was a library and recreation equip­ 
ment provided by the Red Cross and 
YMCA and 
occasional 
Red Cross 
packages to supplement the scanty 
diet given by the Germ ans 
Move to Flee Reds 
W ith *ho approach of the Red 
armies the officers left the camp 
on a westward march, starting Ja n ­ 
uary 21 in below-zero weather, Four 
hundred officers dropped out of the 
column in the first five days. Mujor 
Hollinger said, 
He m arched for 137 miles and was 
unable to continue and dropped out 
as one member of 180 officers who 
left the column under guard. On the 
march, the prisoners received their 
best treatm ent at the hand ol Polish 
people who at one town offered the 
prisoners all the food they had. 
After six days on a railroad w ith­ 
out food, the group of 180 reached 
Luchenwald camp on February IO 
and got their first Red Cross pack­ 
age there on March 7.

"He was some kind of Japanese 


hoodoo medicine man," said Ma- 
rine Donald Bennett of (1809 North 
Francisco St.) Chicago. "If you 
had a, stomach ache, this doctor—if 
you can call him that—would take 
a .piece of string and wrap it afound 
you two and fyalf times in different 
directions. He would 
mark 
each 


place the string ended over your 
stomach and then burn 
you in 


those spots with -a piece of lighted 
punk " 


Hfeh Death Kate 


"That was to let the devils out. 


I guess—or else to scare you into 
going- back to work. After he had 
burned five or six places on your 
stomach it hurt so much you forgot 
all about the ache inside. 


"This guy would treat sick Jap- 


anese civilians around the camp the 
same way. Our doctors finally talk- 
ed him out of burning holes in the 
men, but he would get us no medi- 
cine. The only medicine we ever 
had was the little bit our doctors 
brought along when we were taken 
prisoner." 


Bennett 
estimated 
that 132 of 


400 Americans died in this camp in 
six months from exposure, starva- 
tion, brutal treatment and lack of 
medical care. 


Work Was Cur*-All 


His friend. Sgt. Philip C. March 


of Battle Creek, Mich., said that the 
Japanese medical corpsmen who as- 
sisted the "demon 
doctor" 
were 


tagged "head hunters" by Marines. 


"They cured headaches by burn- 


ing1 you with their lighted punk 
sticks," he added. "The treatment 
was designed to get you back to 
work as soon as possible. 


'•Work—that was 
the almighty 


tiling," Marsh said. 


Marsh said there was no medicine 


of any kind for dysentery and then 
he described what he said was the 
normal cure employed by the corps- 
men to get Marines stricken with 
pneumonia back on their jobs. 


"They'd take blankets off the sick 


men and throw a bucket of cold 
water on them. They always got us 
up early in the winter time—and 
men suffering from malarai and 
pneumonia, were made to walk to 
work barefoot.

Similar treatments were employed 


but apparently with less stringency 
at Camp Ashio.

ski, of Chicago. '"The Japanese doc- 
tor jabbed a needle about, a quarter 
of an inch into my stomach in half 
a dozen places and then burned the 
wounds with cotton lit by a piece of 
punk. It felt like he was grinding 
lighted cigarette 
stubs into my 


belly. When he thought he had 
burned out all the devils he said, 
•now you go back to work.' 


"They used that burn treatment for 


practically everything. If you had a 
headache they'd burn you on the 
back of the neck. If you had a 
bad cold they'd burn you in up to a 
dozen places on your chest and back. 
After a few days these burns would 
fester. I've seen some almost big 
enough to put your fist into. When 
they finally healed up they left a 


j big scar. 


Preferred to Work 


"No matter how sick most of our 


men got, after a while they pre- 
ferred to go on working until they 
dropped rather than submit to those 
crazy Japanese with their punk 
sticks. 


"They thought the burn cures 


were particularly good for wet and 
dry beri beri, dysentary and defici- 
ency diseases which caused sores to 
appear on the body." 


Jzurowski said he knew positively 


of only two deaths among 240 men 
in the camp, "but 60 men became 
ill so the Japanese said they we,re 
taking them to Tokyo hospitals."

Brig. Hughes 
entered the grijn 


mill of death at Belsen when it was 
liberated by British troops April 
15. Two days later in a press con- 
ference he gave the world the in- 
credible account of Belsen's name- 
less thousands of dead, of the de- 
graded and despairing living, some 
of them driven in the 
torture of 


starvation to cannibalism.

Hughes would be the first of a pa- 
rade of witnesses who would give 
evidence that Kramer and his 44 
aides were guilty of inhuman and 
unbelievably cruel practices at Bel- 
sen, and that Kramer and 11 of 
the 44 were guilty of equal if not 
greater crimes of extermination at 
the concentration camp of Ausch- 
witz. 


As the trial opened in the con- 


verted gymnasium which serves as 
a courtroom, the prosecution cap- 
ped a two-hour recital of horrors 
charged to the 45 with a promise 
to produce a witness who had seen 
records of 4.000.000 deaths at the 
Auschwitz camp.

Desirous of spreading the order to which he was so ardently 


attached Wildey. with others, started a new lodge, styled 
Morning Star Lodge. No. 38, located in London. 


Until 1817, he continued to be actively interested in the 


work of the order. The cheering- news and favorable reports 
received by him from his countrymen' here, encouraged him 
to seek his fortune, in this new and highly favored land. 


As was natural to a stranger in a strange land. Wildey im- 


mediately sought to make the acquaintance of his fellow 
countrymen residing in Baltimore. Among the first of those 
whom'he met was John Welch, an Odd Fellow. Animated by 
his former zeal for the order and feeling the loss of his 
wonted field of labor and its allied social pleasures and ad- 
vantages, he at once took steps to form a lodge. The requisite 
number of members for a lodge to be instituted was five. _ 


Realizing the adequacy of newspaper advertising, he in- 


serted an "advertisement in the "Baltimore American" on 
March 27, 1819, and met with complete success. The notice 
was as follows: 
"NOTICE TO ODD FELLOWS 


"A few members of the Society of Odd Fellows will 
be glad to meet their brethren for the purpose of 
forming a Lodge, on Friday evening. 2d April, at 
the Seven Stars. Second street, at the hour of seven 
p. m."

John Duncan, John Cheatham and Richard Rushworth, whom 
Wildey and Welch had met a month before, thus completing;

On that memorable 26th day of April, they, in accordance 
with tho ancient custom, self-instituted themselves a lodge, 
which they named "Washington Lodge of Odd Fellows" 


Thus came into being the Independent Order of Odd 1< el- 


lows They met at the public house of Thomas Lupton. the 
place designated in the advertisement, and after the formal 
ripcnin<>- of the Lodge. Thomas Wildey was installed as noble 
grand,"and John Welch, vice grand. The other offices were 
distributed among tho rest of the brethren. 


Wildey devotee! his t i m e and energies to the work of the 


order, became tho first grand master and traveled extensively 
in its interests. 


<\ftor the Grand Committee had acted upon the application 


of Columbia' lodge. New York, which he had instituted, a peti- 
tion was presented-from William Matthews, noble grand, and 
other officers and members of Pennsylvania lodge, at I nila- 
delphia for a charter for said lodge. This lodge was selt- 
institute.d on t h e 2C»th of December, 1821. This was the first 
lodge of the order in Pennsylvania. It was formed at tho 
home of John Upton, fifi Dock street, Philadelphia. 


Charier Presented By Grand Master 


Tho charter for tho lodge, as prayed for, was granted, as 


well as a Grand Charter for a Grand Lodge. Grand Master 
Wildey on his return from Boston, presented the charter to 
Pennsylvania Lodge. No. 1, and instituted tho Grand Lodge 
of Pennsylvania, on t h e 27th of June. 182:',. and installed tho 
officers.

In passing, it may bo of interest to state that Washing-; 


Ion lodge. No. 1. of Baltimore, is still in existence, and it has 
been tho pleasure of a number of members of Getfys lodge 
to mingle w i t h members of the present lodge in the Maryland 
jurisdiction. 


Tho institution of Go.tt.ys lodge. No. P2-1, of Gettysburg, 


runs parallel w i t h tho formation of the original lodge in the 
United States.

At the time of its i n s t i t u t i o n , carriage building was one ot 


the principal industries of Gettysburg. Robert Davidson Ar- 
mor, a member of Columbus. No. 75, of Chambersburg. came 
1o Gettysburg to work at his trade of silver plating in car- 
riage making. He. as Wildoy. missed the meetings of his lodge 
He secured tho requisite, number of applicants, and applied 
to tho Grand Lodge for a charter, which was granted, and 
tho lodge formed.

ters announced today it would issue soon a new and lengthy 
li.st of suspected Japanese war criminals, while reliable Jap- 
anese: sources predicted an imminent purge of reactionary 
elements in the cabinet of Premier Higashi-Kuni. 


Premier Prince Higashi-Kuni himself in a press

ference told Allied correspondents that his government in- 
tended to determine responsibility for starting the war and 
try its own acc^Hed, provided General MacArthur approved. 
The prince did not elaborate, however, and there was no 
word from MacArthur'.s headquarters on whether the Jap- 
anese would be permitted to punish their own war criminals.

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RUSSIA SEEKS 
NEW GRIP ON 
MEDITERRANEAN 


By DEWITT MACKENZIE 
(AP Foreign Affairs Analyst) 


Quietly but inevitably Moscow is 


staking claims to trusteeship over 
important Italian 
colonies which 


•would extend Russia's already vast, 
influence the length of the Medi- 
terranean—long dominated by Eng- 
land. 


Tiiis column a few days ago de- 


scribed the Mediterranean, theater 
as "one of the most important zones 
strategically on the 
face of the 


globe." I repeat it with emphasis, 
for Soviet Foreign Minister Molotov 
—who is in London for the confer- 
ence of the Big Five Council of 
Foreign 
Ministers—has not 
only 


made it clear that Russia is anxious 
to obtain a foothold on that great 
sea but he has given us a lead as 
to the specific aims of the Soviet 
Union. 


Mr. Molotov told the press yester- 


day that Russia is interested in 
Italian colonies, and that there's "a 
grain of truth" in the report that 
she wants sole trusteeship over the 
North African colony of Tripolitania. 
Then, in more positive strain, he 
added: 


After Dodecanese 


"I will not conceal Soviet interests 


in Eritrea" (the Italian colony lying 
on the Red sea and adjoining 
Ethiopia). 


Beyond that he didn't go. There 


have been rumors that Moscow 
seeks trusteeship over the Dodecan- 
ese islands, which Greece wants re- 
turned to her. These lie at the mouth 
of the Aegean sea and so are sen- 
tinels over the "western entrance to 
the Dardanelles strait that leads to 
the Black, sea. Moscow has remained 
silent on this point, but has been 
pressing for readjustment of Turk- 
ish control of the Dardanelles so as 
to guarantee Russia free passage of 
this sole gateway between the Black 
sea and the Mediterranean. 


If you- will look, at your maps of 


the Mediterranean theater, the pic- 
ture of what is happening will be 
clear. Tripolitania is midway of the 
Mediterranean and is an important 
base. Eritrea, which lies at the 
southern mouth of the Red sea, 
would be calculated to insure right 
of way through that body of water 
and the Suez canal which connects 
it with the Mediterranean on the 
north. Add. to this the fact that Tan- 
gier, on the southern shore of the 
narrow Strait of Gibraltar, is to be 
internationalized, and the set-up 
is complete. 


Sea Open. To Alt 


Russia would be guaranteed free- 


dom over the entire length of the 
Mediterranean—from the Aegean to 
the Atlantic—and tlirough the Suez 
canal route'to the Far East. 


Well, should all this materialize, 


what would be the likely effect on 
world peace? The only safe answer 
Is one based on facts and not fan- 
cies. This is that peace demands 
that tile Mediterranean be main- 
tained as an international waterway, 
with free passage for all nations. 
Any conflict over control of this sea 
must precipitate another great up- 
heaval.

UTERATURE THAT LIVES 


Why Is it that, in studying litera- 


ture, so much is written about the 
great writers of the past, and of 
certain books referred to as "class- 
ics?" Unworthy books do not live. 
Most of them die before the doc- 
tor can get to'them to learn what 
is the matter with them! But good 
books live on and on, accumulating 
richness with the years. 


The Bible is the most widely sold 


and read, book in all the world. Not 
because it is a book of literature, 
but because of its inspirational and 
spiritual uplift. It is, however, a very 
great book, merely as literature. Its 
simplicity of 
English 
words, 
its 


beauty of expression, and its great 
variety of subject matter make it 
a book that should be read and 
studied in every home. 


Next to the Bible, as literature, 


the immortal Shakespeare's plays 
must be placed. In them life is in- 
terpreted, character analyzed, per- 
sonal qualities exhibited, and almost 
every variety of human conduct set 
forth. In all the works of this 
genius you will find the simplest of 
words chosen, thus helping that 
much to make it universal reading. 


Literature that lives Is that which 


has something definite to say. or a 
message worth delivering over and 
over again. Books that lift you up, 
that feed the hungry spirit within 
you, 
that you wish to read again 


and again, are the books that, live 
through the ages. 


It is interesting to consult the 


attendant at any library and note 
how many of the books constantly 
called for are those that never were 
the "first sellers" of their day—in- 
deed many had to wait several 
decades before a second printing 
brought them into the light again 
The books that live as literature are 
those which grip the heart as well 
as the intelligence. Will the books 
of Dickens ever lose their popular 
appeal? Not so long as people arc 
people! 


In 1888 the book "Looking Back- 


ward," by Edward Bellamy, was 
published. It created tremendous 
attention at the time, was widely 
read and talked about. It is a most 
ingenuous book. The late Heywood 
Broun said that its reading made 
a Socialist out of him. And now, 
after more than half a century, ti 
Modern Library Edition has been 
published. And yet, I would say, it 
is still young in years, because it's
